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WSAL CLUB REPEATER USAGE 
FREPARED BY KABFNO 


As you may have noticed, computers have, become more and more a part 
of day-to-day life. The highly sophisticated computer controlleng the 
club’s repeater, is just one example. 


As well as handling functions such as phone patches, the mai Loox y 
touchtone pad test and time-out timers, the RC-850 controller performs 
some "housekeeping" services too. One of the services the controller 
performs 24-hours a day, is to track the usage of the repeater. The 
control operator only need enter a few commands and the controllar will 
provide up-to-the-minute information on usage of such functions as 
number of repeater keyups, number of minutes of repeater transmitter on 
the air, number of phone patches made and how many times the mailbox 
has been accessed. You might have asked yourself at one time "Just how 
much is the club repeater used"? The following numbers should sp@ak for 
themselves. They reflect repeater usage for the period February 27th ta 
Mareh Sigst, 1993, 


Rap@ater input keyups= 411,091 

Minutes repeater on air= - 2,538 (38.9 Hours) 
Fhoane patches made= 48 

Mailbox accesses= 2 | 


Judging from the number of mailbox accesses, it appears the mailbox 
could withstand a little heavier use. If there is ai “canned" message 
which you feel would be appropriate for use in the repeater mailbox, 
contact Bill K8JZN and he will see if it is possible to have the 
message stored in the controller, using the synthesized speach 
vocabulary.
